I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  on  the  health  of  the 
District  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1940. 

The  work  of  the  Department  has  of  course  been  interfered 
with  owing  to  the  war,  and  the  building  of  new  houses  has  practically 
ceased  in  the  District* 

The  Birth-rate  was  22  99  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  Death-rate  was  10.65  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  Infant  Mortality  rate  is  64.51  compared  with  54  91  in 

1939. 

The  Infant  Mortality  for  England  &  Wales  was  55. 

Combined  with  my  report  is  that  of  your  Sanitary  Inspector, 
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In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  express  thanks  to  all  those  who 
have  co-operated  in  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  during  the 

year.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE 

AREA 

Laboratory  Facilities 

Diphtheria  swabs  and  other  specimens  are  sent  to  the  County 
Bacteriological  Laboratory  at  Stafford  and  to  the  Pathological 
Laboratory  at  the  Royal  Hospital  for  examination. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

For  the  removal  of  infectious  cases  an  ambulance  is  provided 
by  the  hospital  authorities  who  take  the  patient. 

Nursing  in  the  Home 

Wednesfield  Nursing  Association,  an  organisation  supported 
by  voluntary  contributions,  provides  one  nurse  who  gives  professional 
service  to  necessitous  non-infectious  cases.  When  infectious  cases 
are  kept  at  home  the  mother  of  the  patient  usually  acts  as  nurse, 
under  the  direction  of  the  medical  attendant. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Staffordshire  County  Council  a 
Welfare  Centre  is  held  at  the  Wesleyan  Sunday  School,  Well  Lane 
Valuable  advice  and  assistance  may  be  obtained  free  at  this  Centre. 
The  times  of  attendance  are  as  follows  :  — 

INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRE. 

2  to  5  p.m.  on  Tuesday,  Weekly. 

ANTE-NATAL  CLINIC. 

2  to  5  p-m.  on  Tuesday,  Fortnightly. 

Children  attending  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre  can  be  referred 
to  an  Opthalmic  Surgeon,  and  for  orthopaedic  treatment  and  dental 
treatment  under  the  County  Council’s  schemes.  Dental  treatment 
is  also  provided  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers. 

Dried  milks  stocked  at  the  Centre  and  retailed  at  reduced 
cost  prices 

From  time  to  time  lectures  on  mothercraft  are  given 
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Hospitals 

Most  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diptheria  are  treated  at 
Bilston  Isolation  Hospital.  Wolverhampton  Borough  and  Walsall 
Borough  are  also  helpful  when  they  have  the  necessary  room  available 


Smallpox 

Provision  is  made  at  Moxley  under  the  South  Staffordshire 
Joint  Smallpox  Hospital  Board. 


Maternity 

♦ 

By  arrangement  with  the  County  Council  the  Royal  Hospital 
Wolverhampton  will  take  difficult  cases  requiring  hospital  treatment. 
Three  Registered  Midwives  reside  within  the  District. 


Medical  and  Surgical 

The  Royal  Hospital,  the  Women’s  Hospital,  and  the  Eye 
Infirmary,  Wolverhampton,  are  all  within  easy  distance. 

Wordsley  Hospital  is  also  available  for  patients  who  cannot 
obtain  accommodation  elsewhere. 


Sanitary  Circumstances 

Combined  with  this  report  is  that  of  your  Sanitary  Inspector 
it  has  been  found  much  more  suitable  to  the  setting  out  of  the 
Reports  to  combine  the  two  rather  than  separate  them. 


Water 

The  supply  of  water  for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes  is 
good  and  adequate  and  is  obtained  from  Wolverhampton 
Corporation.

SCARLET  FEVER.  16  cases  were  notified  compared  with  35 
in  1939.  No  death  occurred. 

DIPHTHERIA.  23  cases  were  noted  throughout  the  year  as 
against  12  in  1939.  The  cases  were  evenly  distributed  throughout  the 
District.  There  were  2  deaths  from  the  disease.  117  swabs  from 
suspected  cases  were  examined,  21  of  these  gave  positive  results, 
Immunisation  against  this  disease  is  now  available.  During  the  year 
the  percentage  of  children  accepting  in  the  Schools  was  64.5. 
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ENTERIC  FEVER.  No  case  occurred. 


MEASLES.  Only  12  cases  were  notified.  No  death  occurred. 

WHOOPING  COUGH  57  cases  were  notified.  No  death 
occu rred. 

TUBERCULOSIS  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  remained  on 
the  register  79  persons  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  17 
males  and  32  females,  and  48  persons,  22  males  and  26  females, 
suffering  from  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  a  total  on  the  register  of 
127.  Prom  the  following  table  it  will  be  seen  that  9  deaths  were 
registered  as  due  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  2  deaths  occurred  from 
other  forms  of  Tuberculosis.  If  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuber¬ 
culosis  were  notified  during  the  year  and  3  other  forms.  5  of  the 
pulmonary  cases  were  admitted  to  sanatoria.
